Miscow — wo — Christian Rakov- 


sky, a confessed Trotskyist conspira- 
tor against the Soviet Union, today 
testified he had admitted his treach- 
ery when he became convinced a 
successful Trotskyist plot would 
lead Russia to fascism. 


Rakovsky, former Russian am- 


bassador to London and Paris, was 
on the witness stand for his sec- 
ond day, the fourth in Moscow's 
greatest treason trial. Twenty other 
former high soviet officials also 
are defendants. 


The dignified old diplomat repu- 


diated the plans of Leon Trotsky, 
Russia's former warlord now in 
exile in Mexico, and shouldered 
some of the responsibility for help- 
ing the world's "aggressors to bring 
about their plans." 


"I started to give my sincere con- 


fession," he said, "only after eight 
months when in solitary confine- 
ment I reconsidered all my previous 
Trotskyist views. 


Raps Fascist Aggression 


During the investigation I learned 


of the Japanese aggression against 
the Chinese people and the impudent 
aggression of Germany and Italy in 
Spain. 


"I learned of feverish prepara- 


tion of fascist powers for war. 
I 


got all this news at one shot. I 
was overwhelmed. I recalled my 
past participation in these crimes 
and that I, myself, by treacherous 
activities, had encourgad all this. 


"I feared the fascists' potential 


powers in the annihilation of cul- 
ture and civilization. I faced my 
own conscience. I, who from my 
youth was devoted to the workers' 
movement, brought myself to the 
point where, by my own activities, 
I helped aggressors bring about 
their plans." 
Rakovsky said Japanese told him 


jn 1934 of Japan's need for some in- 
cident to serve as an excuse for at- 
tacking China. 
Feared Conflict 


The possibility of conflict 
be- 


tween England and 
Japan over 


China disturbed the conspirators, 
Rakovsky said, because they were 
playing both countries, through 
contracts with their intelligence 
services, for aid in a plot to over- 
throw the soviet regime. 


Rakovsky described followers of 


Trotsky as- "the advance guard of 
international aggression" in trying 
to provoke war against Russia, par- 
ticularly by Japan. 


Rakovsky said he had sent Jap- 


anese secret service operatives five 
analyses of soviet internal condi- 
tions between 1934-36 which "were 
painted in the blackest colors to 


i whet thc appetites of the aggres- 


sors." 
The witness told of becoming an 


agent of the British intelligence ser- 
vice after he had been visited by 
two or its alleged agents at the end 
of 1924 when Rakovsky was ambas- 
sador to London. 
They told him, he proclaimed, 


that he had been accepted as am- 
bassador because he was close to 
Trotsky. 


Rakovsky said that Lady Muriel 


Paget. British welfare worker in 
Russia, while in Moscow in the 
summer of 1934 had "reminded me 
that I ought to resume my contacts 
with the intelligence service." 


(The 61-year-old 
Lady 
Muriel 


said in London that it was "fan- 
tastic to suggest I ever discussed 
politics with Rakovsky.")

Up to be Good Citizens 


(Post-Crescent Madison Bureau) 
Madison—In more than 2.000 fos- 


ter homes in Wisconsin today al- 
most 2.500 young children, denied 
through the incompetence of their 
parent1; or other circumstances a 
place in their natural homes, are 
growing up' to be normal, useful 
citizens. • 


Through thc joint efforts of coun- 


ties, the state welfare agencies, and 
private school service agencies en- 
dowed by private philanthropy, un- 
fortunate children in every county 
in Wisconsin are being given an 
opportunity for healthful develop- 
ment. 


Thus may be counted up the re- 


sults of the foster hcme program 
which was adopted by the state 
nine years ago when the legislature 
adopted a children's code making 
such a program thc responsibility 
of the state board of control. 


The problem of the care of such 


children has been one which has 
plagued social welfare workers for 
many years. Historically the solu- 
tion was institutionalization. Later 
an unrelated foster home program 
grew up. In Wisconsin it was real- 
ized a decade ago that neither pro- 
gram was sufficient alone. 
So a 


joint institutional and private fos- 
terhome program was developed. 


Money Only Problem 


Today both private and public 


children's institutions are caring 
for orphans and those unfortunate 
youngsters whose parents should 
not, will not, or cannot care for 
them. The only problem remaining 
is that of money, according 
to 


board of control officials. All of the 
neglected children in Wisconsin are 
not yet being taken care of, despite 
creditable work by numerous pri- 
vate organizations. 


The state's foster home program, 


in effect, is supervised by the board 
of control while actually carried 
out by licensed private agencies. 
Among such agencies now function- 
ing,—there are 46 in the state—are

from work Thursday night. It lay 
sprawled on the kitchen floor with 
the knife embedded to the hilt in 
the throat. 


A search for the youth ended 16 


hours later when detectives found 
him at a cheap hotel. He wa<i seat- 
ed on a bed, reading newspaper ac- 
counts of the crime. 


Brooded Over Absence 


Prosecutor Meyers said the lad 


had been brooding over his absence 
from high school, where he was a 
sophomore, and had decided to con- 
fess his truancy to his mother.

Then I went down- 


stairs and fed my doj."

their parents have dropped mark- 
edly. 


In those cases in which trained 


welfare workers determine that the 
cnild's best interest dictates place- 
ment in a new home, committment 
is ordered by the county juvenile 
court to a household which holds a 
permit issued by the board of con- 
trol.

Of these homes there are three

Washington — This is a tale of 


tragedy. It is the story of the death 
of an ideal.

reaucratic, im- 
p e r s o nal and 
high - minded, 
and not selfish 
or scheming.

the mouths cf |

demagogues nor from the confes- 
sions 
of the partisans. 
It comes 


from a man. Dr. Arthur E. Morgan, 
chairman of the Tennessee Valley 
authority, who thought that .gov- 
ernment could be decent and hon- 
est because he himself was decent 
and honest, who thought govern- 
ment could be unselfish and con- 
scientious because he himself was 
unselfish and conscientious. 


The tragedy is no less easy to 


bear because Senator George W. j 
Norri*;. radical of radicals, liberal 
cf liberals, was the father of the 
TVA and fought with might and 
main to keep the new agency free 
from the spoils system and sordid 
machinations of the politicians. He 
wrote into the law 
clauses that 


commanded the merit system to be 
applied. He insisted on high stand- 
ards in selecting personnel. 
' 
Partisan 


But Mr. Norris, like many re- 


formers, forgot that human nature 
is not abolished when the law says 
its greedy hand must be kept from 
public authority. 
He forgot, too, 


that there were other ways for peo- 
ple to become partisan besides af- 
filiating with either of the major 
political 
parties 
or 
classifying 


themselves as Progressive or Con- 
servative. 


Dr. Morgan now calls for a con- 


gressional 
investigation 
of 
the 


whole TVA. He hints at scandal and 
lack of integrity. 
His statement 


comer just after a special commis- 
sion had refused /to entertain the 
claims of a United States senator 
for hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars of compensation for marble re- 
sources in and around TVA. 


That there has been division in 


the board of directors of the TVA 
for several months is well known 
to th" public, just as is the fact that 
Dr. Morgan has been crying alone 
in the wilderness for congress to 
take a good look at the TVA. His 
exact words in his open appeal this 
week to congress for an inquiry are 
worth quoting: 


"To a steadily increasing degree, 


I have contended with an attitude 
of conspiracy, secretiveness and bu- 
reaucratic manipulation which has 
made the proper and effective con- 
duct of TVA business increasingly 
difficult 


Mislead Public 


"During this period, the public 


has been steadily and I believe pur- 
posely led to believe lhat the diffi- 
culties within the TVA have been 
due primarily to differences as to 
power policy, or to just another 
'family quarrel.' 


"The real difficulty has been the 


effort to secure honesty, openness, 
decency, and fairness in govern- 
ment." 


Now. 
who is Dr. Morgan? He is 


no tool of the "power interests." He 
has believed and now believes in 
the basic purpose o£ the TVA. He 
has for years been president of Ar> 
tioch College of Ohio. He has what 
mignt be called liberal views that 
border on the socialistic. But, above 
all. he is an idealist, almost a purist 
in his belief that democratic gov- 
ernment—the people's government 
—can be and should be honest and 
decent. 


When Dr. Morgan, a member of 


the directorate of three which man- 
ages the TVA, calls on congress to 
investigate, his charges cannot be 
swept aside as those of an "eco- 
nomic royalist." 
or 
a 
"money- 


changer" or even one of the sixty 
families, for Dr. Morgan neither by 
inheritance nor by occupation can 
be classed as a rich man. He is not 
even a man of modest means. 


Thorn In Side 


The administration has known for 


some Jime that Dr. Morgan was a 
thorn in its side, but has preferred 
to temporize with the situation, 
hoping that the good doctor would 
get tired and quit. Today, the in- 
trigue sponsored by the adminis- 
tration and its henchmen in con- 
grcrs is to switch the inquiry to 
the presidentially controlled Fed- j 
oral Trade commission, where the; 
whole thing can be hushed up. or, i 
at least, maneuvered so that it does | 
not do the administration any pub- 
licity damage.

But the mere fact that the admin- . 


istra'ion wants to hush somehingj 
up and is afraid of a congressional 
inquiry is in isclf suspicious. Even 
Senator Norris of Nebraska now is 
said to favor an inquiry only by 
the Federal Trade commission in- 
stead of by congress.

ed by a joint committee from the 
Association of American Colleges 
and the National Interfraternity 
conference, according to an an- 
nouncement made today by Dean 
John S. Millis. 


Policies of the plan,' which Dean 


Millis, said, Lawrence college has 
followed for several years, will take 
effect immediately. 


President Thomas N. Barrows of 


Lawrence college, George Banta, 
Jr., Menasha, a trustee, and Dr. 
Henry M. Wrist<5n, former Law- 
rence head who is now president of 
Brown university, are members of 
the committee. 


The first section of the document 


as drawn up by the committee 
concerns the obligation of the col- 
lege to the group and its members. 
"Student group life is an essential 
feature of the education process; i( 
should be recognized as such, and 
as large a degree of responsible con- 
trol as possible should be delegated 
to it." 


Staling that self-government is a 


primary objective of college train- 
ing, the document goes on to say: 
"The work of the college will be 
strengthened by utilizing the frater- 
nity to this end. . . . The college 
may delegate responsibility to the 
fraternity, but is thereby not ab- 
solved from its own responsibility 
. . . The college should insist upon 
the financial integrity of all stu- 
dent undertakings." 


On the matter of the obligation 


of the group to the college, the 
new Magna Carta of relations points 
out that the fraternity is "respon- 
sible to the college" 
and should 


maintain proper social standards 
wholesome conditions of living, anc 
that it should "cither control its 
members or return them to the con- 
trol of the college." 


The fraternity has no immediate 


responsibility for scholarship, bui 
should "maintain conditions thai 
promote the individual's best devel- 
opment in every way," the docu- 
ment states. 


"The individual's right of self- 


expression is limited by his obliga- 
tions to the group and to the col- 
lege. Compulsion is a poor substi- 
ute for cooperation." 


Of relations between alumni and 


college, it is stated: "Alumni mem- 
bership is an opportunity to serve 
youth, and give the alumnus no 
other privilege or right. The un- 
dergraduates are responsible to the 
college for the 
chapter; 
alumni 


must always respect this responsi- 
bility."

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THE REPUBLICAN TARIFF 


If the Republican leaders are truly 


looking for the light, as Glenn Frank and 
Colonel Knox so strongly maintain, and 
particularly in relation to that party's 
ancient rule concerning high protective 
tariff's they should read with particular 
care the address of Henry F. Grady, of 
San Francisco, vice-chairman of the Tar- 
iff Commission, delivered before the Na- 
tional Republican Club in New York. Said 
Mr. Grady: 


"In 1929 prices and wages were high- 


er in the United States than in most 
foreign countries. 
Yet our exports 


of finished manufactures amounted to 
two and one-half billions. How, may 
I ask. can the ability to sell the world's 
market, where we must meet compe- 
tition of the same countries that sell 
in our market, be explained if our 
costs, due to high wages, are higher 
than in other countries? The answer 
is elementary—our wages are high- 
er, but our wage costs are not. Ev- 
ery industrialist knows the difference 
between these two things. 


"We have developed high efficiency 


in production, largely because of our 
mass-production technique. Our auto- 
mobile industry, for example, pays 
wages far higher than wages paid in 
.automobile industries in any other 
country, and yet this industry could 
sell possibly twice as much as it is 
now selling if other countries were 
not drastically restricting the sale of 
American cars on the ground that 
their producers cannot compete with 


• low-cost American factories! What is 
true of the automobile industry is true 
of a number of other industries, such 
as rubber tires, refrigerators, radios, 
office equipment, machine tools, etc. 


"It is not correct to assume that the 


more protection an industry has the 
higher wages it will pay. It is indus- 
trial efficiency that makes possible 
high wages and our export industries 
are naturally our most efficient and, on 
the whole, least protected groups. A 
recent analysis of average wages in 12 
export industries showed that they 
were much higher than the average 
in 12 selected 'protected' industries. 
The average wage per wage-earner in 
the 12 export industries was $1603 
in 1929 and $1364 in 1935. In the 12 
'protected' industries the average wage 
was only $1025 in 1929 and $827 in 
1935." 
Xo more ringing speeches about the 


protection of the American working man 
will do. Tariffs, their size, and their ef- 
fect upon our country's prosperity are 
all matters for a cost accountant. 
Our 


attitude must ultimately depend upon the 
facts in each industry, the nature of its 
competition abroad and its ability to meet 
or overcome that competition. 


And that is precisely why the Roose- 


velt method of dealing through treaties, 
made as carefully as a great industry or- 
ders its moves, is the sound method, even 
though in some instances treaties may 
have been mistakenly made. 


For the Republican party to butt its 


head against one of the truly great ac- 
complishments of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration would be worse than unfortunate. 
It would be an invitation to political de- 
feat, and, what is even worse, further con- 
fusion in an already highly complicated 
situation. 


OECALOG OF TOLERANCE 


If there is one thing this uneasy world 


needs today more than another, it is tol- 
erance for people unlike ourselves. That 
would make the world livable. And if 
to such a passive quality we can add the 
positive virtue of good will, we have a 
start toward the Golden Age.

made by the Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ in America, which proposes these 
ten resolutions: 


1. I will honor all men and women 


regardless of their race or religion. 


2. I will protect and defend my neigh- 


bor and my neighbor's children against 
the ravages of racial or religious bigotry. 


3. I will exemplify in my own life the 


spirit of good will and understanding. 


4. I v/ill challenge the philosophy of 


racial superiority by whomsoever that 
philosophy may be proclaimed, be these 
persons kings, 
emperors, 
dictators, or 


demagogues. 


5. I will refuse to join or be identi- 


fied with any organization that has for 
its purpose the spreading of anti-Semi- 
tism, anti-Catholicism or anti-Protestant- 
ism. 


6. I will do more than live and let 


live; I will live and help live. 


7. 1 will protest against every mani- 


festation of racial or% religious prejudice. 


8. I will, until my dying day, estab- 


lish comradeship with all those who seek 
to exalt the spirit of love and reconcili- 
ation throughout the world. 


9. I will not be misled by the lying 


propaganda of those who seek to set race 
against race or nation against nation. 


10. I will be all things to all men; 


to the Jew I will be a Jew; to the Chris- 
tian, a Christian; nor will I be divorced 
from this purpose by threats of personal 
violence or social ostracism; so help me 
God.

OW Christianity works hand 
in hand with social reforms 
in the Moslem world was de- 


scribed by Mrs. T. Cuyler Young, 
a missionary teacher of Hcsht, Per- 
sia, in a talk before the large groun 
-of women who gathered Friday af- 
ternoon at Memorial Presbyterian 
cburch in observance of the annual 
World Day of Prayer. 


She told, for in«va-ce. how most 


of the adult inhabitants of Persii 
ari pockmarked, not so much be 
ccuse^of ignorance of methods j? 
prevents smallpox, but because 
the Moslem religion is based on 
"submission to an absolute and im- 
personal will of an aloof, imper- 


.-sonal God." Fatalism, she pointed 


out, is the warp and woof of Mos- 
lem culture, and when a person be- 
came afflicted with some disease, 
he believed God had sent it and he 
would be interfering with the will 
of God if he tried to do anything 
about it. 


For an understanding of 
the 


Moslem prcblfm, Mrs. Young said, 
one must realize the fundamental 
differences between the Moslem 
and Christian religions. Two out- 
standing differences, she explain- 
ed, are in the conception of God 
and the nature of a man's relation- 
ship with God. 


While God means father and love 


to the Christian world, both 
of 


those terms are blasphemy to the 
Moslem, who holds that God is xhe 
personification of absolute 
will, 


majesty and sanctity, but that He 
lias none of the qualities of father- 
hood, she explained. 


Beliefs Differ 


"We approach God as children, 


personally, directly," the speaker 
continued. "We believe that Christ 
left us an unfinished task and that 
we are in partnership with him to 
bring the message of eternal life to 
the world. This, too, is blaspncmy 
to the Moslem, who believes that 
God has done 
everything—that 


there is nothing left for man to do." 


But many of the Moslems have 


come to realize that their religion, 
through 13 centuries, has 
clone 


nothing for them. They are look- 
ing for another answer, and it is 
'here that the Christian's responsi- 
bility appears, Mrs. Young sa:d 


The Moslem hesitates, however, 


to accept Christianity because his 
contacts with it—or what he be- 
lieves" it is—have not been nappy 
ones, she pointed out. Any Amen- 
can or European is a Christian to 
him and ne uses the names synony- 
mously. It is a fallacy, of course, 
but it is the basis of his judgment.

Hopes to Develop 
'Explosive 25 Times 


. 
The Strength of TOT 


Berkeley, Cal.—A high explosive, 


reputedly nearly 25 times as strong 
as TNT, has been developed by 
Wendell Zimmerman, young Uni- 
versity of California graduate stu- 
dent, it has been revealed here. 


Zimmerman said the new explo- 


sive in one form not yet commer- 
cially practical, is 25 times more de- 
structive than TNT. 'However, he 
added, thc tremendous explosive 
force of this form is yet too great 
for anything but experimental use. 


The experiments were started in 


the basement of his home when he 
was 17 years ago, Zimmerman said. 
He reached his present formula in 
August; 1936. Since then, he said, 
he has been refininir the process. 


The explosive, he pointed out, is 


constructed on a different principle 
than hitherto used, being composed 
of simple chemical elements that in 
themselves arc non-explosive. 


"The elements used arc mona- 


lomie. or consisting of one atom; 
whereas other explosives are dia- 
tomic • or triatomic," he explained.'
